Woodru ff, S. C.—Ring, most famou s 
f fox hou nd in the world, is dead. With- 
I in twenty -fou r hou rs after being res­ 
cu ed from six day s’ captiv ity in a 
deep cav e into which, he had chased 
and killed a hu ge red fox the gallant 
old dog's stou t heart ceased to beat. 
Like the lamented Floy d Collins, 
old 
King 
fou nd 
the 
su bterranean 
dampness more than 
his iron con­ 
stitu tion cou ld endu re. 
King con­ 
tracted pneu monia while pinioned be­ 
tween two sharp bou lders that pre­ 
v ented him from leav ing the u nder­ 
grou nd chamber he had entered in 
pu rsu it of his enemy , and despite the 
tender ministrations of v eterinarians 
and his master, R. V. Kelly , wealthy 
farmer and fox hu nter, the famou s 
animal 
died 
in the home 
he had 
known and lov ed for sev en y ears. 
An Anniversary. 
Did fate indu lge in a strange whim? 
It seems so, for it was on the second 
anniv ersary of the finding of Floy d 
Collins’ body that old King was res­ 
cu ed. 
King breathed his last su rrou nded 
by his partners in hu ndreds of thrill­ 
ing fox hu nts. Gathered abou t their 
stricken 
comrade, 
these 
fox hou nds 
seemed to sense the tragedy impend­ 
ing. Strong men stood abou t the room 
and wept u nashamed as King’s broad 
mu scu lar chest emitted its final con­ 
v u lsiv e gasp and then remained mo­ 
tionless. 
Tender hands laid the gallant old 
fox hou nd to rest on the old plantation 
two miles from Woodru ff. A su itable 
memorial will be erected later ov er the 
little mou nd. A thou sand dollars was 
spent willingly in freeing the old fox ­ 
hou nd from his su bterranean prison 
and another large su m will be ex pend- j 
ed to prov ide an appropriate marker 1 
for Ring’s last resting place. 
Hu ndreds of men worked day and 
night to rescu e the dog, which chased 
a fox into the cav e, killed the animal 
after a terrific stru ggle and then be­ 
came wedged between two bou lders 
forty feet u nder grou nd. The only 
opening to the cav ern was too small to 
permit a hu man being to enter, and 
it was necessary to u se dy namite as 
well as picks and shov els in order to 
sink a shaft forty feet throu gh rock 
and earth to effect the dog's rescu e, 
i 
King barked intermittently throu gh- 


i ou t 
his 
long 
imprisonment 
u nder­ 
grou nd, apparently with the intention 
of encou raging the crowds of sy mpa­ 
thetic workmen laboring to rescu e 
him. 
Bu t the joy ou s, half-challenging 
I note was missing from King’s ty pical­ 
ly fox hou nd y elp. 
At ten o’clock on the night of Thu rs­ 
day , Febru ary 10, King was trapped 
in the cav e. 
It was Satu rday , Feb­ 
ru ary 12, when a boy chancing to 
pass the cav e heard a dog. ev idently 
in distress, barking. 
It was 8 :00 a. 
m. Thu rsday , Febru ary 17 , when a 
shov el pierced the barrier abov e the 
imprisoned dog and permitted the ray s 
of a flashlight to rev eal an ex hau sted 
bu t su premely happy fox hou nd. 


Freed From Prison. 
Strong hands freed King from his 
prison. A moment later a gau nt, y el­ 
low fox hou nd, his hairy coat damp 
with u ndergrou nd moistu re, was raised 
to the su rface of the grou nd and de­ 
positing in the waiting arms of his 
owner, It. Vandy Kelly , wealthy bach­ 
elor and noted fox hu nter of Wood­ 
ru ff. Throu gh lips that qu iv ered with 
emotion 
Mr. Kelly shou ted, “Boy s, 
it is worth $1,000,000 to see old Ring 
again !” 
The entire cou ntry side hu rried to 
the cav e, two miles from Woodru ff, 
when It became known that Ring 
was cau ght In a trap. Men, women 
and children assembled on the steep 
hillside. 
Ring was one of a dozen fine fox ­ 
hou nds taking part in a fox hu nt on 
the night of Thu rsday , Febru ary 10. 
Half a dozen hu nters had assembled 
at the home of the Kelly brothers for 
the chase. 
Into a peacefu l little v alley , bathed 
In the mellow glow of a fu ll moon, the 
pack of hou nds dashed in search of 
their age-old enemy . Su ddenly one of 
the dogs emitted a deep y elp, Indica­ 
tiv e of the discov ery of the desired 
qu arry . 
The pack took u p the trail 
and soon straightened ou t iu a race 
that ex tended for approx imately one 
mile. 
“That fox Is headed for the old fox 
den on Dildine creek,” remarked one 
of the hu nters, “and he'll make it be­ 
fore the dogs get near him.” 
A Deep Cav e. 
The old fox den is in a deep cav e on 
the 
banks of Dildine 
creek. 
The 
hu nter’s prediction came tru e. 
The 
wily old fox , howev er, failed to take 
into consideration that one of the 
dogs on his trail was a v eteran of 
sev en y ears’ ex perience, not to he 
confu sed or dau nted, by any su bter­ 
fu ge in Rey nard’s repertoire. Within 
a few feet of the fox ’s tail y elped 
Ring, filled with the joy of the chase, 
The fox , a magnificent specimen, 
ru shed into the tiny opening to the 
cav e. 
Scarcely a foot behind, how­ 
ev er, Ring plu nged madly onward, 
either u naware or contemptu ou s of 
the prox imity of the fox ’s hav en. The 
old dog’s ru sh carried him nearly 40 
feet into the blackness of the cav ern. 
Su ddenly his body became wedged be­ 
tween two sharp bou lders. 
It was im­ 
possible to pu sh forward or to retrace 
hi« 
Ho was tranu ed. and both 


dog and fox realized what had oc­ 
cu rred. 
At the mou th of the cav ern bay ed a 
dozen 
disgu sted, baffled 
fox hou nds. 
Arou nd them stood half a dozen disap­ 
pointed hu nters, facing the painfu l 
realization that another wily Rey nard 
had made his escape into the old hole 
that had cau sed many for; hu nts to 
end in disgu st. 
None of the hu nters noted that okl 
Ring was missing from the pack of 
hou nds y elping at the black entrance 
to the cav e, and alter a few minu tes 
the hu nters called the hou nds and left 
the scene. 
Inside tin1 inky blackness of the 
cav e, with no other liv ing sou l to see, 
two animals staged a drama. 
The fox 
realized that his enemy was in dire 
distress. 
His sharp ey es told him that 
King cou ld neithef adv ance nor re­ 
treat, therefore .cou ld not parry blows. 
Sharp y elps from the pinioned enemy 
told him that King was in ex cru ciat­ 
ing pain. 
Desperately the old dog 
tried to press forward, bu t ev ery pain­ 
fu l attempt only wedged ids body 
more tightly between the sharp bou l­ 
ders. 
An Opportu nity . 
Here was an opportu nity to av enge 
many old scores. 
The fox , confident 
that he cou ld thrash the imprisoned 
dog, adv anced to the attack. 
Bu t he 
did not know the caliber of the v et­ 
eran fox hou nd lie sou ght to destroy . 
With the cu nning born of long ex pe­ 
rience and the ferocity born of des­ 
peration, Ring bared bis white, stil­ 
etto-like teetli and prepared to u p­ 
hold the treasu red traditions of his 
ancestors. 
Again and again the long j 
tu sks of the fox penetrated the old , 
dog’s head, bu t Ring was fighting to ] 
the death and he fou ght craftily , con- ! 
serv ing His strength. 
Finally the cov ­ 
eted opening came. 
The old fox hou nd 
sank His long teeth into the soft, hot, 
palpitating throat of his foeman. 
The battle was ov er. 
Blood gu sh­ 
ing from his wou nd, the fox slu nk far­ 
ther back into the narrow passageway 
—-to die. 
Tu esday night, Febru ary 15, work­ 
men u ncov ered the bloody body of the 
fox . 
Ev ery man at the cav e realized 
that a tragedy had taken place far 
down in the bowels of the earth. 
Up throu gh the fissu res between the 
lay ers of limestone came tlie triu m­ 
phant v oice of Ring, hu rling a chal­ 
lenge and y et containing a pitifu l plea 
for aid. 
One long tooth was missing from 
the fox ’s mou th, conclu siv e ev idence 
that Ring had been painfu lly if not 
seriou sly wou nded in the fight in the 
cav e. 
A few minu tes after midnight Wed­ 
nesday , Febru ary 10, it became ev i­ 
dent that the shaft being su nk into 
the cav ern wou ld reach the prisoner 
in a few hou rs, and anx iou s ey es 
peered into tiie hole for a glimpse of 
Ring. 
A 
flashlight play ing 
in 
the 
black depths of the tu nnel rev ealed 
a y ellow tall, wagging Joy ou sly . 
The 
dog that hu d been a prisoner for six 
day s was at last in sight of his res­ 
cu ers. 
The inru sh of air told old Ring that 
his period of painfu l captiv ity was 
almost ended. 
He barked feebly , bu t 
with a v oice v ibrant with joy . 
At 
3:45 o’clock Thu rsday morning Ring 
scrambled ou t of his prison and his 
y elping re-echoed throu gh the little 
v alley u ntil it was drowned amid the 
deafening cheers of the hu ndreds who 
had gathered to witness the hou nd’s 
liberation. 
A racking cou gh shook Ring's gau nt 
body . 
He had contracted a seriou s 
cold in the dampness of the cav ern. 
Pneu monia threatened. 
Warm ov er­ 
coats were wrapped abou t the animal. 
Ring's ey es were fev erish and al­ 
most filled with dirt, bu t they scanned 
the faces abou t tiie brink of the shaft. 
He was looking for his master. Vandy 
Kelly , and a second later the old fox ­ 
hou nd was licking the face he lov ed 
more than any other. 
Harv ey Kelly took the weary animal 
in his arms and strode across the hills 
to tiie Kelly home, a mile distant, 
where a bowl of warm milk awaited 
the homecoming. 
Safe at home, Ring collapsed. 
His 
gau nt frame shiv ered with the rav ­ 
ages of pneu monia. 
He refu sed food, 
bu t lapped eagerly at bowls of water 
placed 
before 
him. 
He y elped 
no 
more, his fev er-ridden lu ngs u nable 
to fu nction normally , and those min­ 
istering to the old fox hou nd realized 
that tiie end was near.

crashed at Moreauville, Bordelonville 
and a half dozen other places almost 
simultaneously. 
The disaster is regarded to be the 
most serious that has occurred since 
the Mississippi 
began its 
rampage 
more than a month ago. 
A section 600 feet long and 8 feet 
deep was ripped out of the levee at 
Moreauville. 
Every hour I riday saw 
the irresistible body 
of billions 
of 
cubic feet of water 
spilling over a 
new section in the Des d a ise s levee, 
a stretch of 30 miles. 
All night in 
blinding 
rainstorm 
several thousand men fought to hold 
the levees. 
They fought 
when 
all 
knew that it was a useless task I hey 
waded around 
in 
mud 
and 
water 
ankle deep, carrying bags of sand to 
the parapet, only to see them washed 
away by 
a sea 
of 
raging 
water, 
whose power no engineer knows. 
Former Governor John M. Parker, 
Louisiana flood director, issued an­ 
other warning to those in the path of 
the riotous waters to evacuate. 
He 
pleaded with them. 
“Many of these people do not rea­ 
lize their danger,” he said. 
“They 
do not realize that this is a flood they 
will not be able to ride out. No one 
knows how much w ater will sweep 
central and southern Louisiana, but it 
will be more than ever did before.” 
A serious threat of another great 
flood disaster for southern Louisiana 
loomed Friday when 
word 
was re­ 
ceived by Flood Dictator Parker that 
the levee at Torras, on the Old river 
a protecting the section 
between 
the 
Atchafalaya and Mississippi rivers, 
was reeling under 
pressure 
of the 
vast sea of water. 
A heavy downpour of rain for the 
last 24 hours has made the levee a 
marshy swamp, and the flood water?' 
were reported to be rising rapidly. 
Six parishes, situated between the 
Atchafalya and 
Mississippi 
rivers, 
would be inundated, and 
11,000 per­ 
sons trapped, 
should 
the 
rampant 
floods sweep over that area. 
Much 
of the finest sugar cane land in the 
state would be engulfed. 
Parishes that would be inundated 
by a crash 
at 
Torras 
are 
Pointe 
Coupee, West Baton Rouge Iberville, 
Assumption, 
Terrebonne 
and 
La- 
Fourche, all having 
approximately 
l,80fr square miles of lowland. 
Ten thousand persons hanging onto 
their homes up to the last minute in 
the hope that the levee would 
hold 
were forced to make a hasty retreat. 
Louisiana’s 
“sugar 
bowl” 
country 


will be blanketed with water in a few 
days. 
Corn, cotton, rice and potato 
fields are doomed. 
Truck gardens, 
thousands of them, will be under sev­ 
eral feet of water as the flood rolls 
southward into the Gulf of Mexico. 
News of the crevasse was broad­ 
cast by radio from 
boats hovering 
near the danger zone and the rescue 
fleet of hundreds of boats held in 
readiness for days swung into action. 
They immediately began searching 
the countryside for refugees. 
The new crevasse is expected to re 
lieve the pressure on the levees along 
the Mississippi south of Baton Rouge 
as much of the flood water that would 
have found its way to the gulf thru 
the Mississippi now will find a new

Glaises crevasse.

Louisiana and find its way into the 
Gulf of Mexico thru Bayous and the 
Atchafalaya river.

Woodruff, S. C —-King, most famous 
foxhound in the world, is dead. With­ 
in twenty four hours after being res­ 
cued fmm six days’ captivity in a 
deep cave into which, he had chased 
and killed a huge red fox the gallant 
old dog's stout heart ceased to beat. 
Like the lamented Floyd Collins. 
old 
King 
found 
the 
subterranean 
dampness more titan his iron con­ 
stitution could endure. 
Ring con­ 
tracted pneumonia while pinioned be­ 
tween two sharp boulders that pre­ 
vented him from leaving the under­ 
ground chamber he had entered in 
pursuit of his enemy, and despite the 
tender ministrations of Veterinarians 
and his master, It. V. Kelly, wealthy 
farmer and fox hunter, the famous 
animal died in the home he had 
known and loved for seven years. 
An Anniversary. 
Did fate Indulge in a strange whim? 
If, seems so, for it was on the second 
anniversary of the finding of Floyd 
Collins* body that old King was res­ 
cued. 
King breathed his last surrounded 
by his partners in hundreds of thrill­ 
ing fox hunts. Gathered about their 
stricken 
comrade, 
these foxhounds 
Seemed to sen>e the tragedy impend­ 
ing. Strong men stood about the room 
and wept unashamed as King's broad 
muscular chest emitted its final c< n- 
vulsive gasp and then remained mo­ 
tionless. 
Tender hands laid the gallant old 
foxhound to rest on the old plantation 
two miles from Woodruff. A suitable 
memorial will he erected later over the 
little mound. A thousand dollars was 
spent willingly in freeing the old fox­ 
hound from his subterranean prison 
and another large sum will be expend- j 
ed to provide an appropriate marker 
for Ring’s last resting place. 
Hundreds of men worked day and 
night to rescue the dog, which chased 
a fox into the cave, killed the animal 
after a terrific struggle and then be­ 
came wedged between two boulders 
forty feet under ground. Tile only 
opening to the cavern was too small to 
penult a human being to enter, and 
it was necessary to use dynamite as 
well as picks and shovels in order to 
sink a shaft forty feet through rock 
and earth to effect the dog's reseue. 
King barked intermittently through­ 
out his long 
imprisonment 
under­ 
ground, apparently with the intention 
of encouraging the crowds of sympa­ 
thetic workmen laboring to rescue 
him. But the joyous, half-challenging 
note was missing from King’s typical­ 
ly foxhound yelp. 
At ten o’clock on the night of Thurs­ 
day, February IO, King was trapped 
in the cave. 
It was Saturday, Feb­ 
ruary 12, when a boy chancing to 
pass the cave heard a dog, evidently 
in distress, barking. 
It was 3:00 a. 
rn. Thursday, February IT, when a 
shovel pierced the barrier above the 
imprisoned dog and permitted the rays 
of a flashlight to reveal an exhausted 
but supremely happy foxhound. 


Freed From Prison. 
Strong hands freed King from his 
prison. A moment later a gaunt, yel­ 
low foxhound, his hairy coat damp 
with underground moisture, was raised 
to the surface of the ground and de­ 
positing In the waiting arras of his 
owner, It. I undy Kelly, wealthy bach­ 
elor and noted foxhunts of Wood­ 
ruff. Through lips that quivered with 
emotion Mr. Kelly shouted, “Boys, 
It is worth $1,(JOO,OOO to see old RiDg 
again!” 
The entire countryside hurried to 
the cave, two miles from Woodruff, 
when it became known that King 
was caught in a trap. Men, women 
and children assembled on the steep 
hillside. 
Ring was one of a dozen fine fox­ 
hounds taking part in a fox hunt on 
the night of Thursday, February IO. 
Half a dozen hunters had assembled 
at the home of the Kelly brothers for 
the chase. 
Into a peaceful little valley, bathed 
In the m ellow glow of a full moon, the 
pack of hounds dashed in search of 
their age-old enemy. Suddenly one of 
tile dogs emitted a deep yelp, indica­ 
tive of the discovery of the desired 
quarry. 
The pack took up the trail 
and soon straightened out in a race 
that extended for approximately one 
mile. 
“That fox is headed for the old fox 
den on Pildine creek,” remarked one 
of the hunters, “and he’ll make it be­ 
fore the dogs get near him.” 
A Deep Cave. 
The old fox den is in a deep cave on 
the banks of Dildine creek. 
The 
hunter’s prediction came true. 
The 
wily old fox, however, failed to take 
Into consideration that one of the 
dogs on his trail was a veteran of 
seven years’ experience, not to be 
confused or daunted, by any subter­ 
fuge In Reynard’s repertoire. Within 
a few feet of the fox’s tail yelped 
King, filled with the joy of the chase. 
The fox, a magnificent specimen, 
rushed into the tiny opening to the 
cave. 
Scarcely a foot behind, how­ 
ever, King plunged madly onward, 
either unaware or contemptuous of 
the proximity of the fox’s haven. The 
old dog’s rush carried him nearly 40 
feet into the blackness of the cavern. 
Suddenly his body became wedged be­ 
tween two sharp boulders. It was im­ 
possible to push forward or to retrace 
his steps. He was trapped, and both 


dog and fox realized what had oc­ 
curred. 
At the mouth of the cavern bayed a 
dozen disgusted, battled 
foxhounds. 
Around them stood half a dozen disap­ 
pointed hunters, facing the painful 
realization that another wily Reynard 
had made his escape into the old hole 
that had caused many fox hunts to 
end in disgust. 
None of the hunters noted that old 
King was missing from the pack of 
hounds yelping at the black entrance 
to the cave, and after a few minute! 
the Ii unit cs called the hounds and left 
the scene. 
inside the inky blackness of the 
cave, with no other living soul to see, 
two animal.-, staged a drama. 
The tex 
•cailied that his enemy was in dire 
distress. 
His sharp eyes told him that 
King could neither advance nor re­ 
treat. therefore .could not parry blows. 
Sharp yelps from the pinioned enemy 
told him that King vvus in exciuciat- 
ing pain. Desperately tile old dog 
tried to press forward* but every pain­ 
ful attempt only wedged his body 
more tightly between the sharp boul­ 
ders. 
An Opportunity. 
Here was an opportunity to avenge 
many old (scores. The fox, confident 
that he could thrash the imprisoned 
dog, advanced to the attack. But he 
did not know the caliber of the vet­ 
eran foxhound he sought to destroy. 
With the cunning horn of long expe­ 
rience and the ferocity born of des­ 
peration, King bared his white, stil­ 
etto-like teetli and prepared to up­ 
hold Hie treasured traditions of his 
ancestors. Again and again the long 
tusks of tile fox penetrated the old j 
dog's head, but King wus fighting to ] 
the death and he fought craftily, coil- I 
serving ids strength.

Ring breathed his last surrounded 
by ins partners in hundreds of thrill­ 
ing fox hunts. Gathered about their 
stricken 
comrade, 
these foxhounds 
seemed to sense the tragedy impend­ 
ing. Strong men stood about the room 
and wept unashamed as Ring’s broad 
muscular chest emitted its filial con­ 
vulsive gasp and then remained mo­ 
tionless. 
Tender hands laid the gallant old 
foxhound to rest on the old plantation 
two mites from Woodruff. A suitable 
memorial will be erected later over the 
little mound. A thousand dollars was 
spent willingly in freeing the old fox­ 
hound from his subterranean prison 
anti another large sum will he expend­ 
ed to provide an appropriate marker 
for Ring’s last resting place. 
Hundreds of men worked day and 
night to rescue the dog, which chased 
a fox into tile cave, killed the animal 
after a terrific struggle and then be­ 
came wedged between two boulders 
forty feet under ground. The only 
opening to tile cavern was too small to 
permit a human being to enter, and 
It was necessary to use dynamite as 
well as picks and shovels in order to 
sink a shaft forty feet through rock 
and earth to effect the dog’s rescue. 
Ring barked intermittently through­ 
out 
his 
long 
imprisonment 
under­ 
ground, apparently with the intention 
of encouraging the crowds of sympa­ 
thetic workmen laboring to rescue 
him. 
But the joyous, half-challenging 
note was missing from Ring’s typical­ 
ly foxhound yelp. 
At ten o’clock on the night of Thurs­ 
day, February IO, Ring wee trapped 
in the cave. 
It was Saturday, Feb­ 
ruary 12, when a boy chancing to 
pass the cave heard a dog, evidently 
in distress, barking. 
It was 3:00 a. 
in. Thursday, February 17, when a 
shove! pierced tile harrier above the 
imprisoned dog and permitted the rays 
of a flashlight to reveal an exhausted 
but supremely happy foxhound. 
Freed From Prison. 
Strong hands freed Ring from his 
prison. A moment later a gaunt, yel­ 
low foxhound, ills hairy coat damp 
with underground moisture, was raised 
to the surface of the ground and de­ 
positing in the waiting arms of his 
o u lier, R. Tandy Kelly, wealthy bach- 


* elor and noted foxhuntcr of Wood* 
! ruff. Through lips that quivered with 
I emotion 
Mr. Kelly shouted, “Boys, 
| It Is worth $1,000,LXK) to see old Ring 
again!” 
The entire countryside hurried to 
the cave, two miles from Woodruff, 
when it became known thut Ring 
was caught in a trap. Men, women 
and children assembled on the steep 
hillside. 
Ring was one of a dozen fine fox­ 
hounds taking part in a fox hunt on 
the night of Thursday, February IO. 
Half a dozen hunters had assembled 
at the home of the Kelly brothers for 
the chase. 
Into a peaceful little valley, bathed 
in the mellow glow of a full moon, the 
pack of hounds dashed in search of 
their age-old enemy. Suddenly one of 
the dogs emitted a deep yelp, Indica­ 
tive of the discovery of the desired 
quarry. 
The pack took up the trail 
and soon straightened out in a race 
that extended for approximately one 
mile. 
“That fox is headed for the old fox 
den on Dlldine creek,” remarked one 
of the hunters, “and he’ll make it be­ 
fore the dogs get near him.” 
A Deep Cave. 
The old fox den is In a deep cave on 
the 
banks of Dlidine creek. 
The 
hunter's prediction came true. 
The 
wily old fox, however, fulled to take 
into consideration that one of the 
dogs on his trail was a veteran of 
seven years’ experience, not to be 
confused or daunted, by any subter­ 
fuge In Reynard's repertoire. Within 
a few feet of the fox’s tall yelped 
Ring, filled with the joy of the chase. 
The fox, a magnificent specimen, 
rushed into the tiny opening to the 
cave. 
Scarcely a foot behind, how­ 
ever, Ring plunged madly onward, 
either unaware or contemptuous of 
the proximity of the fox’s haven. The 
old dog’s rush carried him nearly 40 
feet Into the blackness of the cavern. 
Suddealy his body became wedged be 
tween two aharp boulders.

Ring was missing from the pack of 
hounds yelping at the black entrance 
to the eave* and after a few minutes 
the hunters called the hounds and left 
the scene. 
inside tIn* inky blackness of the 
cave, with no other living soul to see, 
two animals staged a drama. 
The fox 
realized that his enemy was in dire 
distress. 
His sharp eyes told him thut 
Ring could neither advance nor re- 
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treat, therefore .could not parry blows. 
Sharp yelps from the pinioned enemy 
told him that Ring vvus in excruciat­ 
ing pain. 
Desperately the old dog 
tried to press forward, but every pain­ 
ful attempt only wedged his body 
more tightly between the sharp boul­ 
ders. 
An Opportunity. 
Here was an opportunity to avenge 
many old scores. 
The fox, confident 
that he could thrash the imprisoned 
dog, advanced to the attack. 
But he 
did not know the caliber of the vet­ 
eran foxhound he sought to destroy. 
With the cunning born of long expe­ 
rience and tim ferocity horn of des­ 
peration, Ring bared his white, stil­ 
etto-like teeth and prepared to up­ 
hold the treasured traditions of his 
ancestors. 
Again and again Hie long 
tusks of the fox penetrated the old 
dog’s head, but Ring was fighting to 
the death and he fought craftily, con­ 
serving his strength. 
Finally the cov­ 
eted opening came. 
The old foxhound 
sank his long teeth into the soft, hot, 
palpitating throat of his foeman. 
The battle was over. 
Blood gush­ 
ing from his wound, the fox slunk far­ 
ther back into the narrow passageway | 
—to die. 
Tuesday night, February 15, work- I 
men uncovered tile bloody body of the I 
fox. 
Every man ut the cave realized | 
that a tragedy had taken place far j 
down in the bowels of the earth. 
Dp through the fissures between the I 
layers of limestone came the trium­ 
phant voice of Ring, hurling a chal­ 
lenge and yet containing a pitiful pica 
for aid. 
One long tooth was missing from 
the fox’s mouth, conclusive evidence 
that Ring had been painfully if not 
seriously wounded iii the fight in the 
cave. 
A few minutes after midnight Wed­ 
nesday, February Id, it became evi­ 
dent that tile Shaft being sunk into 
tile cavern would reach the prisoner 
iii a few’ hours, and anxious eyes 
peered into tile hole for a glimpse of 
King. A flashlight playing in 
the 
black depths of the tunnel revealed 
a yellow tail, wagging joyously. The 
dog that had been a prisoner for six 
days was at last in sight of his res­ 
cuers. 
The inrush of air told old Ring that 
ids period of painful captivity was 
almost ended. 
He barked feebly, but 
with a voice vibrant with joy. 
At 
3:45 o'clock Thursday morning Ring 
scrambled out of his prison and his 
yelping re-echoed through tin* little 
valley until it was drowned amid the 
deafening cheers of the hundreds who 
j had gathered to witness Hie hound’s 
I liberation. 
A racking cough shook Ring’s gaunt 
body. 
He had contracted a serious 
cold In the dampness of the cavern. 
Pneumonia threatened. 
Warm over­ 
coats were wrapped about the animal. 
King’s eyes were feverish and al­ 
most filled with dirt, but they scanned 
the faces about the brink of the shaft. 
He was looking for his master. Vainly 
Kelly, and a second later the old fox­ 
hound was ticking the face lie loved 
more than any other. 
Harvey Kelly took the weary animal 
in his arms and strode across the hills 
to the Kelly home, a mile distant, 
where a bowl of warm milk awaited 
the homecoming. 
Safe at home. Ring collapsed. 
His 
gaunt frame shivered with the rav­ 
ages of pneumonia. 
He refused food, 
but lapped eagerly at bowls of water 
placed before 
him. 
He yelped 
no 
more, his fever-ridden lungs unable 
to function normally, and those min­ 
istering to the old foxhound realized 
that the end was near.
